Litchfield,  December  20,  1760. 

(XN  or  about  the  year  or  our 
Lord  1710,  a  Svredifh  miffionary 
preached  a  fermon  at  an  Indian  trea- 
ty held  at  Ccncfto^oe.  In  which 
fermon  he  fet  forth  original  fin,  the 
necrffi'y  of  a  mediator  .  2nd  endea- 
vored, by  certain  arguments,  to  in- 
duce the  Indians  to  embrace  the 
Chrjfliao  religion.  A/rer  he  hid 
ended  his  difecurfe,  on^of  the  In- 
dian chiefs  made  the  following 
fpeech,  in  reply  to  the  fermon  ;  a;id 
the  ui  ci  urles  on  both  fides  were 
irmde  known  by  'nrerpreters.  The 
{kifBonaryupon  his  return  to  Swe- 
de >  r-uSi  Ihed  hi;  fr^m^p.  and  rhe 
Indian's  anUer.  Having  wrote 
them  m  in.  he  dedicates  them 
to  the  umverfiry  of  Upfal,  and  de- 
fires  tnem  to  furtulh  him  with  ar- 
gumen's  to  confute  fuch  ftrong  rea- 
Joning  of  the  Indian. 

The  INDIAN'S  SPEECH. 

1*  Since  the  fubjeft  of  his  (the 
mifTionary's)  errand  is  to  purfuade 
us  to  embrace  a  new  dorlrine,  per- 
haps it  may  not  be  amifs,  before 
we  offer  him  the  reafons  why  we 
cannot  comply  with  his  repaeft,  to 
a  quVirjt  him  with  the  grounds  an  f 
principles  of  that  religion  which  he 
would  have  us  abandon.  Our  foie- 
fathers  were  under  a  ftiong  purfua- 
iion,  as  we  are,  that  thofc  who  act 
we'l  io  this  life,  fh;!!  be  rewarded 
in  the  n^xt,  according  to  the  degree 
of  their  \irtue;  and  on  the  other 
hand,  that  ihofe  who  behave  wick- 
rdry  here,  will  undergo  huh  pttnHh 

rn  hereafl  r,  as  are  prop.-  rt  on- 
a  e  (o  t.ie  crimes  they  were  gui!  y 
of.  This  hath  been  tfonflantiy  a-.d 
jnvarubly  received  and  ackno  >  lodg- 
ed for  a  truth  thro  every  furceffive 
gintra  icn  of  our  anceftors.  It 
cou'd  not  have  tiken  its  rife  from 
fable )  for  human  fiction  however 
anfully,  and  plaulibly  contrived,  can 
never  gain  credit  long,  among  any 
people,  where  free  enquiry  is  allow- 
ed, which  was  never  denied  by  our 
ancellors,  who,  on  the  contrary, 
thot  it  the  facred  inviolable  natural 
right  of  every  rn;m,  to  examine  and 
judge  for  him  felt.  Therefore  we 
think  it  evuent,  that  our  notion 
concerning  future  rewards  and  pu- 
mihmeats  was  either  revealed  im- 
metha'ely  'ton  heaven  to  fome  of 
our  foretaihers,  and  from  thern  de- 
fcended  to  l.s,  or  that  it  was  implan- 
ted in  each  of  us  at  our  creation  by 
the  Creator  of  all  things  ;  whatever 
the  method  tnight  have  been  *  here- 
by G  d  hath  been  pleafed  to  make 
k. «n  to  us  his  will,  and  priv;e  us 
a  know ted^e jot ouf  dyty,  'us  ftuT, 
in  our  lcr.i^  S  u.vinc  revclition. 


Wa  v*  ;.firero  propof?  to  hi.m 
fome  fe.v  queftionc  Does  he  be- 
l.eve  that  our  forefathers,  men  emi- 
nent tor  their  piety,  conflant  and 
warm  in  the  purfuit  of  virtue,  ho- 
png  thereby  to  merit  everlaMmg 
nappin.fs  were  all  damned  [  Does 
he  tltiiik  we  who  are  their  jealous 
i.nita:ors  in  good  work<,  and  influ- 
enced by  the  fame  moiives  as  tliey 
were,  earneftly  endeavoring,  with 
the  greated  circumlpeciion,  to  tread 
the  pa  hs  of  i.uegritv .  itie  111  a  (late 
Of  damnition  .5  It  ihefc  be  his  fen- 
t  m.M.ts,  they  are  furely  as  impious 
they  are  bold  and  darinp-. 

Iu  the  next  place  beg  that 
he  would  explain  himfeff  more 
particularly  concerning  the  reve- 
lation he  talks  of.  If  iie  admits  lid 
other  than  what  it  contained  in  hia 
wiirten  book,  the  conzrary  U  evi- 
dent f  oin  what  hath  been  ihewn 
before  ;  b>it  if  he  fayi  God  hai  re- 
vealed hhnfldf  to  as,  but  not  fiiffi- 
cie:itly  for  oar  falvaiion,  then  v/e 
afk,  to  what  purpofe  fhouYfl  behave 
revealed  hnnfelf  to  as  in  mv  wife  i 
It  is  clear  that  a  revelation'infudi- 
cientto  fave,  cannot  put  us  i:i  a 
better  condition  than  we  tfioold  be 
without  any  revelation  a:  all.  We 
cannot  conceive  that  God  mould 
point  out  to  us  the  end  we  oug'it 
to  aim  at,  without  opening  to  &» 
Ae  way  to  arrive  at  that  end.  But 
fappoiing  our  unde.  ftandiug  to  be 
fo  fai-  illuminated,  as  to  know  it 
to  be  our  duty  to  pleafe  God,  who, 
yet,  hath  lef  us  tinder  an  incajvaoi- 
cr  or  doing  it,  will  this  uiiifionary 
thereto  '  •  hide  that  we  ihall  * 
be  etern.  lamned?

It  is  our  opinion  that  CTOrV  man 
is  poded'ed  with  fi..i UfiOt  fcno»w« 
le  Ige  for  his  own  falvation.  Tao 
ALnighry,  for  any  thing  .v4kr.ow, 
may  have  communicated  hi  nfelx 
to  different  race3  of  people  in  a 
di  fereat  manner.  So  uc  fay  th-jy 
have  the  will  of  God  in  wrkiag*. 
Be  it  fo,  their  revelafkm  has  no 
advantage  over  ours,  fince  bora 
mult  be  equally  fullicien;  to  favr, 
or  the  end  of  the  revelation  would 
be  fruftrated.  Befides,  if  they  be 
both  true,  they  muft  be  the  fame 
of  fub'.lance,  and  the  difference  can 
only  lie  in  the  mode  of  communi- 
cation. Me  tells  us  there  are  ma- 
ny precepts  in  his  written  revela- 
tion, wULh  we  are  entirely  igno- 
rant of.  But  tkefe  written  com- 
mands can  only  be  detigncd  for 
thofe  who  have  the  writing  :  they 
cannot  pofflbly  regard  us.  Had 
t  he  AhpightY  thot  fo  much  know- 
ledge necellary  to  our  faWaiiou. 
his  goodnefs  would  noc  fo  long 
have  deferred  the  communicating 
it  to  us.  And  to  fay  that  in  a  ma  - 
tex  fo  necellary  he  could  not,  at  the 
Jametimc,  equally  reveal  hhnfeif 
io  all  mankind,  is  nothing  lefs 
than  an  ablblutc  denial  of  his  om- 
nipotence. Without  doubt  he  can

How  is  it 
confident wiih  his  juftice,  to  force 
life  on  a  fet  of  mortals  without 
their  content,  and  then  to  damn 
them  eternally,  without  ever  open- 
ing to  them  a  door  of  falvatio.i  ? 
Our  conceptions  of  the  gracious 
God  are  more  noble  :  and  we  think 
that  thofe  that  teach  otherw  ii'e  do 
little  let's  than  llafpheme.  Again, 
'tis  thro  the  cave  and  goodnefs  of 
the  Almighty,  feat,  from  the  be- 
ginning of' time,  thro  many  gene- 
j -ationa  to  this  day,  our  name  hr.s 
been  prefcrved  unblottcd  out,  by 
enemies  unreduced  to  n.uhi.ig. 
Bf  the  fune  care  w  enow  enjoy  out- 
lives, and  arc  fa  milked  with  the 
necellary  means  of  preferring  /thole 
lives,    fiat  all  thefe  things  are  tri- 
fle's compa  e  l  with  our  lalVation. 
The. -cfoTe,  fmce  God  hath  been  fo 
careful  of  us  in  matters  of  kittle 
ronfeqnence,  it  would  be  abfurd 
to  a'Hrm  chat  he  has  neglected,  us 
in  cafes  of  the  great  eft  iinporf^yrce. 
Admit  that  he  harh  forfaken  u*j 
yet  i:  would  not  hay-  been  with- 
out a  .tuft  caufe.    Let.  us  fuppofe 
that  a'henions  crime  was  comm.it- 
ted  by  one  of  oar  ancritors,  like 
to  that  which  we  are  told  happen- 
ed among  another  race  of  people  ; 
In  fach  a  cafe  3a\  would  certain- 
ly Dunifn.  the  criminal ;  but  would 
never  involve  us  that  are  innoceut 
in  his  guilt.    Thofe  that  think  o- 
therwife  mud  make  the  almighty 
a  very  whlmlTcal  ill  natured  being. 
Once  mote;    are,  the-  chriftians- 
more  virtuous,  or  rather  are  they 
not  more  vicious  than  we  are  ?  If 
fo,  how  came  it  to  pafs  that  they 
are  the  objects  of  God's-  benidence, 
while  we  are  neglected  i  Docs  the 
Deity  confer  his  favors  without 
i  eafon,  and  with  fo  much  partial- 
ity ?  In  a  word,  we  find  the  Chrif- 
tiaus  much  more  depraved  in  their 
morals  than   ourfelves ;   aud  we 
judge  of  their  d<v:iriiie  by  the 
badnefs  of  their  lives."

Lord  Thurles,  a  few  days  fince, 
while  at  dinner,  received  a  letter 
th-eatnirrg  him  with  ded ruction, 
if  lie  lhoull  attempt  to  caufe  the 
militia  of  his  county  to  be  embodi- 
ed. 

Mr.  Tennifbn  of  the  county  of 
Hofcommon,  had  his  houfe  burned 
a  few  data  ago,  for  no  other  crime 
than  affixing  to  put  the  mili.ia  in 
array— and  an  unfortunate  p.ieft, 
near  Atldone,  was  ft  rang  up  by  his 
own  Hock,  and  nearly  hung  to 
death  for  preaching  to  them  the 
necemty  of  fubmniion  to  tl^e  law 
in  this  inftance. 

Several  priefts  in  the  connty  of 
Kerry,  we  are  informed,  have 
drawn  upon  themfelves  the-  indig- 
nation of  their  parilhioners,  by 
making  rcturnsof  their  numbers  fit 
for  themilitia.  Such  anavrerlion  do 
tiie  people  feem  to  have  to  this  inea- 
fare  that  they  have  nailed  rue 
doors  of  many  chapels,  expelled 
fomeof  the  Clergy,  and  threaten- 
ed them  with  inftant  death  lhould 
they  dare  to  ret  turn  ! ! 


May  30. 
Letters  received  in  town  ycfier- 
day  from  Er.il.riilen,  Hate,  that  a 
rencounti  e  took  place  in  that  quar- 
ter on  Tucfday  betw  een  a  party 
of  rioters,  amounting  to  fbv  c 
thoufands,  afiembled  to  eppofe  the 
magiftrates  of  the  county,  in  car- 
rying into  effect  the  t'ilitta  act, 
and  a  pavryof  riragoons,  in  which 
feven  of  the  former  were  killed 
eleven  wounded,  and  above  one 
hundred  taken  prifoners. 

We  hear  that  a  gi  oat  mob  of  ri- 
oters aflembled  at  Eoyle',  in  the 
county  of  Rofcommom,  nnd  were 
committing  outiages,  till  preveht- 
cd  by  the >  military  quartered  in 
that  town,  who  we  e  obliged  to 
fire  upon  them,  whe  eby  nineteen 
of  them  weie  killed,  and  fecial 
taken  prifoners ;  among  the  la  ter 
w  as  a  gentleman  of  iamily,  who 
haying  mn  th  ough  his  fortune, 
hadfofned  shd  lieaded  theft  ffljf- 
gnided  people. 

At  Manor  Hamilton,  in  the  coun- 
ty of  Leitrim,  a  hke  dlfturbaac  1 
atofe ;  a  mob  fet  upon  an  officer 
going  th:o  the  tow  n  with  a  f.r.all 
paity  of  military,  who  were  forced 
too  Ike  in  defence  of  their  own 
lives,  Eight  cf  the  .riote.  s  Were 
killed  znd  feveial  wounded  when 
the  reft  took  to  flight. 

In  the  county  of  Wicl  low,  we 
are  informed,  the  peafanrry  have 
exhibited  a  like  ^inclination  to 
the  militia,  as  in  the  neighbour- 
ing countifll.  Laft  week  they  af- 
f  ]7,LL  d  in  a  formidable  body  near 
Ualtinglafs-,  and  fent  a  menage  to 
Lord  AldborOHgh,  the  Gove,  no:-, 
inviting  him  to  come  and  chcofe 
from  among  them  fach  as  he  lhould 
think  proper.  His  Lotd.'hdp  ap- 
prehending for  his  perfonal  fafcry, 
prudently  declined  pb eying  the 
leq.ufitien.  V  c  have  net  leai  ncd 
that  they  proceeded  to  any  ucrts  of 

violence.

CORK,  May  2  j. 

The  brig  Mercury  of  Whiteha- 
ven, failed  laft  Monday  from  this 
port  for  the  Weft  Indies,  was  cap- 
tm  ed  the  fame  night,  a  little  welt 
of  Cape  Clear  by  a  cutter  privateer 
of  ten  guns  belonging  to  breft. 
Said  privateer  had  alio  captured  a 
fhip  from  Belfalt  for  the  Weft  in- 
dies, a  Hoop  from  Dingle  laden 
with  bailey  from  Cork,  and  ano- 
ther vellel.  The  crews  of  the 
three  vellels  w  ere  put  on  fitoro  at 
the  Cape. 

Cn  Monday  laft  about  fun-fet 
three  fhips  of  war,  confiding  of 
two  frigates  and  a  cutter,  were 
defcried  elf  the  mouth  of  the  har- 
bour from  one  of  the  batteries, 
w  hicluhe  mariners  there,  declared' 
to  be  r'rench.
